A platform 
bad been erected on the east side of 
tbe courthouse, and here tbe speak- 
ers, officers and singers sat while the 
people gathered around them on the 
lawn, listening with closest attention 
and showiOK .their appreciation in 
bursts of applause. 
At 1:15 o'clock Major Platt, of West 
Iiafarette. called tbe meeting to order 
and announced that Captain J. M. 
Compton would preside over tbe after- 
noon's exercises. Be*. Mr. Hamilton 
inroked divine blessing on each veter- 
an present in a touching prayer. Then 
followed a selection by the Citizens' 
band, of Cosbocton. They acquitted 
themselves well and their martial 
strains filled every soldier's heart with 
joy. 
In introducing Mr. Cassfdy, of 


Canton. Opt. Comptou said: I will 
now introduce to you a comrade, who 
when the 
confederate forces were 
storming oar works at Gettysburg was 
there with his company to aid in re- 
pelling PIckett's charge." 
Mr. Cassidy stepped to the front of

What we have to be 
careful of Is cot to underrate them or, 
then again, overrate them. We have 
five of these vessels, I think, and are 
using two types, one of which Is the 
Hollaed. If the submarine boat turns 
out to be a sucvsss. It means the key 
to the .situation in the channel as far 
as England is concerned. The only 
trouble with them now is that they are 
not able to take care of themselves. 
They hare to be carried oa warships 
from phicc to place. Warships in ae- 


i tion need all the room they can gret. 


-When you ask me about the ship- 


I must confess that we 
are a little frightened.

probabilities, however, but at the pos-

Then again you 
have SO.OOO.OCO people here and unlim- 
ited means. 


"Naval fighting is like army fighting. 


Oa shore yon have the infantry, which 
can be compared -with the small ves- 
sels. The Seld gans can be likened to 
the cruisers and the heavy artillery to 
the battleships. Forage wagons take 
the place of transports, and so on. 


"It is not true that we are short of 


men in. the British navy. We can get 
all the men we want. Our burden of 
antiquated ships is also greatly ex- 
aggerated. We have a few old timers, 
but are gradually getting rid of them. 
I must admit, however, that France 
has gone ahead of us in the fact that 
she ba« taken her old ships and re- 
modeled them. 


*•! cannot make any comparison as to 


the superiority of guns over armor, or 
vice versa. While a shell might be 
able to penetrate a plate of armor set 
in a direct frontal position, a slight de- 
fiectioa of the armor plate would ren- 
der the shot almost useless. That is 
why, in time of war, so few of the 
shells fired at a vessel cause great 
damage. Small armor cannot be rec- 
ommended too highly, however. A 
bursting shell, which used to till a 
great number of people, has been ren- 
dered less dangerous by this small ar- 
nor. which catches the flying pieces.
